Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 16 December 2008 has been accepted and entered. No 
arguments have been entered.

Claims 1 and 12-19 are allowable for reasons as set forth by the examiner 
in the communication mailed on 16 September 2008. 

With respect to claim 2, Kimata (JP-10332480-A, cited in previous Office 
Action) shows a silicon substrate, (1), a reflective layer on the substrate (70), a 
cavity (in the area of numeral 90), and a bolometer layer (1 1 ). Kimata fails to 
show an absorption-transmission layer or and ROIC substrate, as well as the 
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claimed sandwich shaped upper layer, wherein the bolometer layer is placed 

both on and under an absorption-transmission layer. 

Claims 3-1 1 are allowable for reasons of dependency.
